BREEaOF TAILLESS 
SHEEP HOPED FOR 



(By Associated Press) 

Lexington, Ky.. July 18 — A 
breed of sheep without tails some 

day may be one of the exclusive 
products of Kentuckj', if experi- 
ments which are to be undei-takcn 
in the near future by the Kentuc- 
ky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion runs true to form. The sta- 
tion has purchased a tailless ewe 
from J. W. Mattingly, of Marion 
county and will breed the freal. 
to a tailless ram obtained from : 
northern Kentucky sheep raise 
in an effort to develop a breed o 
sheep without tails. 

The experiment will be starte( 
this fall. 

Such a breed of sheep is i)ossi 
ble, according to L. J. Uorlaciier. 
in charge of the sheep at the sta- 
jtion. He says the breed of polled 
j Hereford cattle was starteil ii 
190^ by mating two hornless an- 
imals. A number of tailless lamb: 
i])robably will be obtained Iron 
I the first cross of the two tallies- 
j individual.^ and the ex]>eriment 
ers hope to build up an entirel} 
I new breed from these lambs.
